"In free governments the rulers 
are the servants, and the people 
their superiors and sovereigns' 
With these words Benjamin F ra n k ­ 
lin struck a keynote ut the new 
American government just a century 
and a half ago this week, during a 
brie! 
address to members ut

Federal Convent! >n that drafted our 
Constitu' ion at Independence Hall, 
Philadelphia 
The wise and venerable Poor Rich­ 
ard made his statement during a 
discussion on the proposed National 
Executive.

Executive term of office, including 
one that it continue for life. and 
another that the President be ineli­ 
gible for re-election. 
Franklin dis- 
approved such proposals.
